DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to communication filed on August 10, 2010. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1 5 - 23 and 25 - 27 are pending, of which claim 1 5 is in independent form. 
Claim Objections 

In light of applicant's amendments to the claims, the examiner withdraws the 
objection to claim 2 since claim 2 is now cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 5 - 23 and 25 - 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record taken alone and/or in combination with each other fails to teach and/or fairly 
suggest the limitations of "exchanging data between the module and the portable 
software carrier unit via a bi-directional optical interface of the module while the module 
performs the primary function over the network via a network interface of the module, 
the data including information pertaining to accomplishment of the primary function and 
being exchanged independently of the primary function; receiving at least one piece of 
information pertaining to the accomplishment of the primary function via the bi- 
directional optical interface; storing temporarily the at least one piece of information in a 
second digital storage unit in the communication module; resetting the communication 
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module; and altering the contents of the first digital storage on basis of the at least one 
piece of information" in combination with other recited elements of independent claim 
15.
